He said that instead of a tax rate 
ot about .$35 which faces the Boston 
real estate owners this year the rate 
would be nearly $B0 if the valuations 
were reduced to their proper place. The 
higher valuations are doubly dangerous 
because the amount the ci.y can borrow 
ln.side the debt limit i-s based on the 
valuations, Mahoney pointed out. 

"The next ma.vor will have to travel 
a rocky road."

spent the money, folded np and left the 
Job of straightening out ti^l'TJ"^ ,''J, 
Fpecial state commi,s.sion. The identical 
same thing is going on here.

Alahoney further said in part; 
"A week or two ago llie city of Boston 
bought 5200 barrels ot flour for it.s in.sti- 
tutions at a price ol S3.74 a barre .

TAX INCREASE ISSUE 
"What some of the mayors do riot 
stop to realize is that the lion's share 
ot such a bond issue — about '27 per 
c"nt. of it— would go to the city cf 
Baston. With a seven to ten million 
dollar cash deficit in pro.spoci, the first 
of the year, when It will be found that 
the percentage of delinquent taxes :s 
tlie largest in hi.story. four million dol- 
,lars ot the state's money will come in 
'rather handy in mai-itiiining the con- 
firienec of the bankers in the city's con- 
tinued ability 'lo me<t 'its obligations. 

"The allegation that the Boston prop- 
erty tax must be increa.sed l>eeause 
the state tax is larger this yenr Is 
deliberate misinformation.

Police Must 'Pry' to Rout 
Out Charity Swindlers 



A separate department of the Boston Pnlico has been cre- 
ated on request of Mayor Curley, and with the full co-operation 
of Commissioner Hultman, to investigate the circumstances of 
more than 25,000 individuals and families who arc receiving 
charity from the city treasury. 

Welfare relief is costing the city more than $1,000,000 a 
month, an amount vastly in excess of any sum expended by the 
city throughout the history of past depression periods. 

The City Welfare Department, as a starter, has supplied 
the police with the names of 500 individuals and families who 
are presumed to be receiving public aid under false pretenses. 
There are some notorious cases of misrepresentation and 
downright dhiseling. Aid has been sought and accepted by 
certain people who sport fancy automobiles, who have sub- 
Btantial bank deposits, who have given up substantial jobs 
rather than work for a living and, in one case, by a fellow who 
went to Europe to bring back his bride on an ocean honeymoon. 
Beveral persons with criminal records have been arrested, with 
charity cards on them. 



Now what happens as the result of this notorious abuse of 
charity? 

T-he police must invade private homes and our good people 
must be catechized on their personal affairs as if they were 
prisoners at bar. 

Do you own an auto? Do you own a home? Is it mort- 
gaged? For how much and to whom? Are you living with your 
husband? Does ho work? What income have you? From 
what source is it derived? Are you extravagant? What do 
you do with your money? Do your children work or are they 
loafers? Why did you lose your job? 

The questions may have been stated roughly nsre but that 
is the sum and substance of the information which the police 
must pry out of private homes in order to protect respectable 
people from the deliberate stealings of the cheats who have 
fastened themselves onto the city treasury. 

Our people arc going to be offended and humiliated by this. 
The average man is a decent man, who will work for a living if 
he can get work and who will accept public charity only as a 
last resort. He has a native dignity which is going to be 
affronted by this intrusion into his personal affairs, especially 
when it involves hardships and misfortunes borne by his wife 
and children. 

Blame it onto the cheats. They are deserving of public 
condemnation and contumely. They have made a travesty out 
of charity, which is the sweetest of all virtues. And the decent 
public is entitled to be protected from their maraudings. 

If you know of such a "cheat," Police Commissioner Hult- 
man, who is personally directing the drive on the swindlers, 
Will bo glad to hear from you. 



Explains City 
Flour Buying 
to Finance Bd. 

An explanation as to why the city 
is paying $3.73 for flour bought at 
wholesale while the state is paying 
but $3.34, was forwarded to the 
finance commis.sion by Mayor CuP- 
ley yesterday after the city coun- 
cil had recjuested an explanation 
from the commission, 

"In the absence of the superin- 
tendent of supplies, I suthoriieed 
the supply department to make 
the contract award in view of the 
fact that, aftpr a careful investi- 
gation 1 found it would *>« to the 
city's advantage to accept the 
highest bidder of flour," declared 
the mayor. 

"I am solely int«'rested In ob- 
taining the best possible flour for 
our hospitals and other institu- 
tions. My inlormatinn regarding 
the flour was received from a 
most reliable source." 
Councillor Clement A. Norton of 
Hyde Park, who sponsored a reso- 
lution passed by the council, 
charged that the lowest bidder on 
the city contract, the American 
Flour Co, was ignored, although 
it put in a bid for $3 49 for the 5200 
barrels purchased by the city for 
its institutions 

"It is a fact that reputable 
flour concerns do not want to 
enter bids for Hour to be pur- 
ohast'd by the city. Only three 
bids were reoeiveiel. When the 
state asked for bids It received 
17," he said. 
Norton said tlie state purchased 
221100 barrels for $3.34 a barrel a 
difference of 39 cents a barrel. The 
same price wouhi have saved the

Mayor Curley re'.urned to hiB attack 
against Representalive John V. Mahoney 
o£ Boston today by rt'peatiriK liis charge 
that the rcpreaentativo owes back 'axes 
to the city and by directing City Collec 
tor William McMurroNV to turn the bills 
over to a constable for collection or the 
arrest oi: Mahoney. This action was the 
mayor's reply to Mahoney's denial that 
ho owed the taxes and his assertion that 
the mayor's charge was a "typically 
malicious falsehood." 

The mayor's original charge was made 
last nig-ht as part of his answer to an 
attack which Representative Mahoney 
mado on the city administration yester- 
day at the Chamber of Commerce. He 
declared that the representative hart not 
paid his poll taxes for 1929. 1930 and 
1932 and an automobile excise tax of 
J2B,69. In a foi nial statement. Mayor 
Curley not only stands by his original 
charge, but declares that. In addition 
there Is a charge against Mahoney of 
$11.52 for a personal tax for the year 
1928. The mayor's statement follows: 

"The announcement by Representatlva 
John V Mahoney that he held receipts 
for taxes paid by him to the city of Bos- 
ton was a most unfortunate statement 
for the representative to make. It would 
ratlier suggest the old lines from Sadi:

iDennnnces Prohibition 

"Pi-ohlhitlon has not proved il.s 
worth. It has not emptied our jails; 
instead it ha.s filled them to overflow- 
ing It has not eased our economi'j 
problems; rather It has added to them. 
It has not lessened the drag on our 
national treajiiiry; instead it has add- 
ed to it. It has not promoted the 
morals of the Nation; on the contrary, 
because of its criminal enterprise na.^ 
been built up to such magnitude and 
wealth that it sifccessfully challenges 
the, power of all law to suppress and 
control It. 

"Prohibition has proved itself no 
longer worthy of being considered 



even an expermient. An ever increas- 
ing sentiment holds it to be a disa-,- 
trnus failure, no matter how noble 
may have been its purpose. The task 
Is to get rid of it. The machinery of 
politics put it into the Con.stitution 
and only the machinery of politics can 
take it out of the Con.'^titution.

No action drawn as to In- 
vite HiJch opposing interpretations Is 
safe to barter with. It is necessarily 
dangerous. 

"No difTerence of opinion can exist 
la,"; to the meaning nf the other plat- 
j form. It Is undeniably -wet. It favors 
'the repeal of the tStli Amendment. It 
I demands that Congress shall imme- 
diately propose an amendment to ef- 
fect such repeal. It would place upon 
the .Stales the duty of regulation o 
the Iraffic tnroiigh complete super^'1- 
sion and control. It wnuld place with 
the Federal Government only the duty 
of protecting the dry States from In- 
vn.sion of prohibited goods from other 
States. Such pj-otnction was given by 
Federal law.s before national prohibi- 
tion and those laws have, we believe, 
never been repealed."

"In order to make tills opinion effect- 
ive we must register every person 
eligible to vote and have them go to 
the polls next November, as the per- 
.oon who has the right to vote and does 
not exercise this right is a greater 
enemy to tile <-ountry than the most 
radical Red yet discovered. 

"The boiling stock market today is 
not only indicative of the desire of 
Wall Street to keep the great engineer 
at Washington, but is also proof that 
his chief opponent. Gov Roosevelt, Is 
not looked upon with fear by the 
money interests of the country. 

"No matter wiiat the reason for this 
stock market activity, it is doing .some 
good, and that is the relieving nf the 
fear that has been in the minds of so 
many people as to ivhen th.^ bolt of 
bad luck would strike them.

PLENTY OF TAX DODGERS 

The surprising angle of the con- 
troversy between Mayor Curley and 
Represcntalive ^fahoncy is the rev- 
elation that the Representative's 
automobile excise ta,x as far back as : 
1028 ^vas in arrears. The genera! j 
public has a li.xed idea that an auto- 1 
mobile owner faces the revocation of j 
his registration if he fails to pay tlic , 
excise tax on his car. 

It seems, however, that this is not 
so. Apnarenlly, the registrar of mo- 
tor vehicles has not the power to re- 
voke a rcRistration in such a case. 
The law eslnhlishiug tlie excise tax 
. iri,. (oi- nin- action bv the 

registrar. 

Therefore, tax dodgers can con- 
tinue to use their cars. 

It was the intent of the Legisla- 
ture to put an end to the wholesale 
dodging of iiersoual property taxes 
on automobiles by establishing an ex- 
cise tax and providing for prompt 
notihcation of ownership by tlic 
registrar's office to the assessors of 
the various cities and towns. 

Ihit this law has failed to work out 
satisfactorily, and tax dodging, to a 
very large extent, goes on. The 
regiMr;ir ctuiiol investigate the truth 
nf slnteiiients nuide in aiiplications for 
registration. To provide for such in- 
dividual checking would mean a 
doubling of the registry force. 
Thcrclnrr, llinusauds of automobile 
owners gnr tnbc addresses, and get 
a\v;\y uith it. 

The nniulitr ol aiilomobilc owners 
who engage in petty swindles by 
claiming their ears are garaged in 
low tax and low insurance rate com- 
munities is large. And they get 
away with it through the loopholes 
ill the law. 

The only way to check this is for 
tb.c Legislature to provide sonic way 
in which the various boards of a.s- 
scssors oati be linked up with the is- 
suance of registration plates. It will 
not do lo install and cumbcrsonie sys- 
tem, but if some simple means could 
be put into operation whereby tb? 
assessors could keep a close tab on 
automobile owners, it would init an 
end to tax dodging. 

Tins will he a job for the next

Get Out of Tax Dispute 

With Only $12 Gouge 



The people of Boston have read with interest the con- 
troversy between Mayor Curlcy and Representative John V. 
Mahoney which terminated with the sending to Mr. Mahoney 
of a bill for unpaid taxes allegedly owed by him to the city. 
Mr. Mahoney claims he has paid these items, running over a 
period of four years. 

Let us quote from the news columns a pertinent paragraph 
of these developments more important to the public as a wholo 
than the quarrel botween the parties involved: 

"ComtabU Mitchell m«t Mahoney at hie Beacon Street law 
office*, where he presented the warrants demanding immediat* 
payment. They called for payment of $59.86 in back taxee, 
$12 for eonrtabU feet and 20 cents for the eonstable'a carfare. 
There was 80 cents remaining at the conclusion of the trant- 
action and Mahoney told the constable to buy cigars for him- 
self with that." 

In that paragraph you have a vivid illustration of the per- 
fectly legal gougings daily practiced by professional tax-gather- 
ers upon the rank and file of our people less conspicious in com- 
munity life than Representative Mahoney. These condition! 
were recently exposed by the Boston Evening American. 



This constable performed a service which required no ex- 
traordinary diligence or extraordinary intelligence. 

The bills for Mr. Mahoney'g taxes were compiled and com- 
pleted by the REGULAR employes in the Tax Collector's offica. 
There were six bills in all. 

The constable took these six pieces of paper in his hand 
traipsed up Beacon Street to Mr. Mahoney's office, presented 
them to him and was paid $12 for his exercise, a fee of $2 for 
each of the bills. What a grand and glorious "racket" this tax- 
collecting thing has turned out to be! 

Not all the people of Boston, like the fortunate Mr, Ma- 
honey, could write a check in full payment of these bills and 
the constable fees and munificently tell the constable to keep 
the change for expensive cigars. 

If Mr. Mahoney had been unable to pay the bill immediate- 
ly and on tha spot the constable could have "taken him into 
custody," and put him into the Charles St. Jail, and could hare 
charged him $2 more for each of these six "arrests."

About 14 por rent of the nearly nno wel- 
fare cases which have been investigated 
bv the nolice are fr.-iiidulent. aocorrting to 
unoniclnl reports on the checkup of riis- 
bursements wlilili are now averac:inK at 
tlie rate of about J12,ij(i().(in0 per year, as 
agalntit the previous average o£ J3,000,- 
nofl vi>ar'ly. 

I'olice Commissioner Hultman, ■nliile 
asserting' tliat It must bo borne in mind 
that the reixirts on the inveslisation are 
unofliclal, agreed tliat at least some ap- 
parent irregularities may be expected to 
be disclosed, lie said, however, that he 
had no statement to make at tliis time 
because it would be unfair for him to 
comment until tlie investipratinn has been 
linished and tlie comiilete report maile to 
him. The commissioner was sclieduled to 

confer with members of llie Welfare 
Hoard thi.s aftei-noiiii. 

There was unoftici^il wcud lliat the in-

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SCANDALS IN 
WELFARECLAIMS 

Claim Politicians Made 
False Representations 



The lid, according to police, ofjlclnls, 
is scheduled to be blown off in a Pub- 
lic Welfare Department scandal which 
will amaze the city. Not only have 
people with radio-crpiipped cars, ex- 
pensive homps and bank account."; 
been receiving city aid, but -some of 
them, it is indicated, have been receiv- 
ing it through the intercession of poli- 
ticians who have written letter* to the 
Public Welarc Department and to the 
authorities supporting the false claims 
of certain of their constituents. 

The Boston Police Department is 
now engaged in a thorough investiga- 
tion of those receiving public welfare 
aid. Although the surface of the in- 
vestigation is scarcely scratched, the 
police have already discovered that 14 
percent of 600 claims are fraudulent. 
Sinse the investigatioa began, hun- 
dreds of people who have personal 
knowledge of fraudulent claims have 
been making them known at police 
stations and Police Headquarters. 

The respon.se to the police inquiry 
has been so surprising that Deputy 
Supt Goode has caused to be installed 
In his own offlco a private telephone, 
which will have a special telephone 
number, to handle all of the anony- 
mous telephone calls and the calls of 
those who identify themselves, glvin.g 
information about public welfare 
funds. 

To handle the investigation Deputy 
Supt Goode has established at Head- 
quarters "The Bureau of Public Aid 
llnvestiga.tion," to which all police of- 
ficers and investigators will make their 
reports and which will be a clearing 
house for public aid information. 

Mayor Curlcy called upon the police 
to make this investigation and Deputy 
Supt Goods called upon all police sta- 
tions to look up and investigate all of 
the aid recipients. The Public Wel- 
fare Department itself has a corps of 
"visitors" paid tiy the city whose 
province it is to look up all such 
cases, 

Reporla Surprise Police 

The reports on the first 100 cases re- 
ccived surprised the police. The in- 
vestigations were mftdo independently 
by ofTicers and patrolmen attached to 
various stations. Deputy Supt Goode 
iSald this morning that he could not dis- 
cuss any of the reports made to him 
by the .station captains, and indicated 
that he had been prohibited from doing 
so by Ccmmissioner Hultman. Com- 
missioner Hultman's office told report- 
ers this morning that the commissioner 
could not be disturbed now and that 
he would discuss the public welfare 
cases when he got around to it. 

Deputy Supt Goodo pointed out that 
the reports from the various stations 
jwcrc not necessarily complete; that 
they were the records of wh-', patrol- 
men had been told and had learned 
during their visits; and that certain 
of the cases reported by them would 
be investigated further directly by 
Police Hean(iii«rtcr.s. 

He explained that the private tele- 



}hone line had been installea to avoid 
laving such calls go through the regu- 
ar switchboard because Informers 
would be more likely to talk freely If 
>.hey knew that the line was private 
and that there was no possibility of 
tracing the call. 

Reports on the first 100 cases have 
been sent to Mr Hultman for his re- 
view. Among them are said to he 23 
out of 48 cases in East Boston which 
are considered to be fraudulent. One 
of them Is the case of a son who con- 
tinued to receive public aid in the 
name of his father after his father had 
died. Another Is that of a man whose 
mother owns her own home and whose 
sister drives around in an expensive 
automobile. He is said to have asked 
public aid because his mother and 
sister were dependent upon him. 

Nonresident on Idst j 

In Hyde Park, according to police, 
Information, there are eight out of 35 
cases which are believed to be fraud- 
ulent. Among these eight are people 
who own their own homes, a man who 
lives In an outlying town and is not 
a resident of Boston and another the 
owner of a high-priced automobile. 

Out of 28 cases in Mattapan, 12 are 
viewed with suspicion. In one case A 
daughte- is said to have foreclosed on 
a mortgage on her own father— and 
both are receiving city aid. 

From Station 1 it was learned that 
I a North End man, with a bank au- 
count of $2500, was receiving city aid, 
part of it in coal, and that he -was sell- 
ing the coal. A North End woman re- 
ceiving city aid, it is said, has a son and 
daughtet, both with automobiles, ajid 
the son's automobile Is radio-equipped. 
Another North End man had a $3500 
equity in his own home and still anoth- 
er drove to the public welfare head- 
quarters in his own car every week to 
collect his J9. 

The names ol people v.'ho are not 
seeking public welfare aid, according 
to the police are being used by thosa 
who are. Aid, it is reported, is being 
paid to one man under two and three 
names. False addresses are given for 
others, so that when police look them 
up they find filling stations, -ware- 
i'ouses and vacant lots. People who 
are working regularly, they report, 
are receiving the additional aid from 
the city. 

In some of the fraudulent cases, it 
Is reported politicians have written let- , 
ers which are on file, outlining the des- 
titute circumstances of applicants for 
aid, when the applicants were them- 
selves well oft, home owners and auto- 
mobile owners. An effort will be maiie 
In each case, it is said, to establish 
the Identity of the politician who spon- 
sored or supported the false claim.

Research Bureau Trains 

Its Guns on Curley's Plan 

To Borrow Money 



POINTS TO ADDITIONS 
TO EXPENSE ACCOUNT 



The Boston municipal research bu- 
reau In a public statement yesterday, 
renewed its attack on Mayor Curley s 
administration for its failure to cut 
city operating costs substantially aa a 
means of meeting the problem pre- 
.sented bv heavily augmented costs for 
public welfare. The bureau, headed by 
Atty. Bentley W. Warren, trained its 
giuis at the same time on Mayor Cui-- 
ley's proposal for lightening the wel- 
fare burden bv allowing Baston a share 
in the $15,000,000 stale bond issue asked 
by the Mayors' Club, 

"It is the height ot Imprudence," sa.d 
the bureau, "tor Boston now to begin 
boiTowing money to pay Ihe city's cur- 
lent expenses." 

The statement foUow.s, In part: 

City offlclaLs still follow the easy 
lure of borrowing money, to avoid 
the stern work of cutting Boston's 
daily expense.^. Pointing to the 
va.stlv Increased currerjt cost of 
public relief work. City Hall pleads 
that this burden can best be light- 
ened bv allowing Boston a sliare In 
the $15,000,000 state bond l.'«ue 
asked by the Mayors' Club. 

That argument would have force 
only if Boston's ordinary expenses 
of government had already been re- 
duced to a basis of economy hon- 
e.stly suited to the force ot the 
present emergency. That primary 
work of prudence ha-i not yet been 
done. 

"SLIGHT REDUCTIONS" 

While the east of the public wel- 
fare department has risen from 
les.s than $3,000,000 in normal llme.s 
to a present annual outlay of more 
than r 12.000,000. tJrte reductions 
thus far accomplished In the or- 
dinary expenses of other city de- 
partment?, are relatively slight. 
The.se reductions have largely re- 
sulted from temporary postpone- 
ment of .some expenditures for re- 
pairs, equipment and maintenance 
of city property, and from taking 
advantage of lower commodity 
prices. Exchi.tive of public welfare 
and soldiers' relief departments, 
the 1932 maintenance appropria- 
tions for city, county and school 
departmcnta chow a decrease of 



less tlian two per cert, from 19SI 
expenditures. Kven If the volun- 
tary contribution* of public em- 
ployes In these departments to the 
public welfare department are con- 
sidered salary reductions, the de- 
crease would be only five per cent. 
This record affords the public scant 
compensation for the four-fold In- 
crease of humanitarian cost 
caused by fhe widespread unem- 
ployment. 

ADDITIONS TO EXPANSES 
On the contrary, a .study of re- 
cent appropriations finds evidence 
of many additions to the regular 
expense account of Boston's city 
government, oolh for maintenance 
and for dfbt .service, the full effect 
of which will be felt In 1933 and 
thereafter. The 1932 city, county 
and .school budgets provided for 
over 100 new employes at a cast of 
$50,000 this year and of over 
$100,000 in future years with the 
result that total payroll costs, in- 
stead of being diminished, actual- 
ly are increasing. 

With the ordinary budgets .stiu 
moving on this upward course. It 
is not merely misleading but grave- 
ly dangerous to talk of lightening 
Boston's burden by borrowing 
money for the heavT current cost 
of the public welfare department.

This will interest Mayor Curley especially, because it will 
Itemind him of the wonderful things that could be done and that 
he would LIKE to do with the waterfront of Boston, especially 
the North and the West End where the poor mothers live with 
their children. 

We are particularly fortunate, in Boston, because of the 
contiguity of splendid bathing beaches stretching from Province- 
town and the Cape on the South to York, in Maine, on the North. 



But you don't get to these beaches as a rule unless you 
own an automobile or unless you can afford the day and the 
expense which must be consumed in traveling back and forth 
on the steamer or the railway. How much more thoughtful and 
considerate we could be called if we developed some bathing 
beaches on the Boston shore from the Charles River Basin to 
the Harbor in South Boston in which the children of the tene- 
ment dislriuts could take their daily dip and to which the work- 
ingman could repair when he returns from the arduous work 
I of the shop or factory. 

This could be done by pumping salt water from the Harbor 
into the little parks and ii le lands behind the shore. Shallow 
bathing pools for little children could be arranged, and shelters 
to which the mothers could take their children in case of storm 
and in which they could find running warm water and oppor- 
tunity to change the very young baby's clothes when necessary. 

All that does not exist at present, and in Boston thousands 
live literally at the edfje of the ocean who rarely sen the ocean 
tr enjoy the benefits of salt-water bathing. And they are the 
•nes that need it most. 

Mayor Curloy knows this. The knowledge distresses him 
and he wishes that he could do for the crowd in Boston what 
the Chicago city government does lor the crowd on the edge 
of Lake Michigan.

This, however, only tells part ot 

the storj'. There is no end of real 

estate on the market at prices far 

below assessed values for which no 

purchaser can be found. 

The records of the state board of 
tax appeals furnish eq.iaily .strong 
evidence. Since the beard com- 
menced to function on Dec. 1. 1930, 
to Aug. 2. 1932. 844 ca.ses involving 
piopenv valuations have l^ecn filed, 
of which 572 ha\e been against 
Boston valuations. In other words, 
over two-thirds of the work of the 
board affecting valuations is oc- 
cupied bv cases in Boston, which 
has only one-fourth of the valu- 
ation of the entire stale. 

In the 45 Boston cases decided so 
far by the board, the total valu- 
ation of $52,870,000 as set by the 
Boston assessors has been abated 
$11,268,000, or 21 per cent. In 86 
other ca.'es which have been set- 
tled by "stipulated agreement" be- 
tween the owners and the Boston 
a.s.v^ssors. the original valuation of 
$22,936,000 has been reduced $2,- 
894,000, or 13 |>er cent. Four hun- 
dred and twentv-four cases, con- 
cerning a valuation of $164,638,000, 
are pending. 

It should be noted that all of 
these cases involve valuations set 
by the Boston a.s.s<>.s$ors in 1931 or 
eirlitr. In the period since those 
valuations were made, property 
values have cof.tiiiued to fall. 

Tlie rottenness of the assessment 
foundBtion.s on which nwsl of our 
mtnilcipal revenues depend, cannot 
be cured by continued dod^ng of 
the Visuos, or bv vilification of those 
who call attention to the facts. D!s- 
a.ster can be avoided only by 
prompt revision of expenditures so 
as o bring th.em in line with the 
dep.e;c.d public jiarse. Let us have 
an end of eva.s!on. and let us face 
the fact.-; It !s high time for hon- 
est and courageoiLs action. 
The litigation in which Bentley W. 
Warren appeared as .si^cial assistant 
attorney-general in behalf of the state 
of M3;,sachusetts Involved a dispute be- 
tween this state and Connecticut over 
, the diversion of waters by Mastachu- 
setts from the Ware and Swift rivers for 
use in the Jiater .supply sj'stcm of met- 
ropolitan Boston. Connecticut, con- 
tending the project would materially 
decrease the flow of water in the Con- 
necticut river and injure the st.at*'» 
iint^-"ts. .>«neht to block the diversion 
of water Iro.n the two Massachusetts 
i rivers, whirn feed the Connecticut. The 
case con.sumed three years and ended 
in the United States supreme court 
with a decision favorable to Massachu- 
' setts, although it left the door open 
for a subsequent suit against Ma,<>aa- 
chusetls should It appear that the In- 
tere.'-ts of Connecticut ■were in fact being 
substaiitlally injiu'cd. Atty.-Gen. Joseph 
E. Warner, in coitimenting on the out- 
come, warmly pralicd Mr. Warrt" < 
work in the cise. He said; "Mr. War- 
ren has labored unremittingly in thi 
defence of the rights of Massachusetts 
in one of the most complicated niec"- 
of litigation, both as to law and fact 
in which the state has ever been en- 
gaged. The commonwealth Owca hin 
an immen.se debt of gratitude."

Ma^•o^ Ciirlpy yestfrday replied to 
crlticl?m of his financial policies marie 
by the Boston municipal research bu- 
reau and at the same time launchod a 
'senfational attack on the organization' 
I and some of Its mrmbers. accusing 
I them of deliberate and malicious false- 
. I hood and of resorting to "raids upon 
I the public treasury under the guise ot 
public service." 

The statement bristled with strong 
language and pomtcd allegations which 
attributed "sinister actiyities" to the 
bureau and motives other than desire 
for public service to some of its di- 
rectors. 

Bentley W. Warren, chairman of the 
directors o' the bureau, and his law 
partner, Alexander Whiteside, were 
singled out for .special attack in the 
statement. The .$25,000 fee which War- 
ren received from tlie state a year ago 
for his work as special assistant attor- 
ney-general i.i the Iitig?.tion between 
Ma.ssachusctts and Coiinecticut over the 
diversion of water from the Swilt and 
Ware rivers was referred to by the 
maj-or as excessive and a-s a fit subject 
for Investigation. 

MIGHT RKTliKN FEES 

Whiteside, the mayor declared, might 
render a pu,)lic service ' by returning at 
; ieast four-flftlis of the fees he has re- 
ceived or may receive upon the $19,- 
j 000,000 of properties upon which ht 
seeks a reduction in valuation ' As a 
group, the members of the burea\ 
would be rendering a "u.seful ser\'icc' 
if they "would cea.sc ,«oliciting reduc- 
1 tions in a-ssessnicnts upon taxable prop- 
lerties." the mivor declared. Previouslj 
he Indicated his Ixlief that the activi- 
I tics of the bureau Included "the sollcit- 
1 ing of clients for whom they might se- 
cure abatements . . ." 

While the mayor was Issuing hLs 
statement, the Boston municipal re- 
search bureau, unaware of the renewal 
of the mayor's attack, was is.sulng a 
statenient of Its own in which 11 con- 
tinued Its assault on Curl'-y's fl.scal 
policies and particularly the tax assess- 
ing methods in u.se. 

"That the expenditures of the city ot 
Boston arc ba.scd on tax a.sscssmcnls 
grossly in excess of real values," said 
the bureau's statement, "cannot be de- 
nied by any Intelligent per.son who has 
knowledge of the facts.

Whiteside, named by the 
mayor as a leader in the research bu- 
reau, said he was not and never had 
been connected with the bureau m any 
way He ridiculed the mayor's state- 
ment, characterizing it as ".some of his 
usual, silly, abusive truck." The ma.vors 
contention that the bureau was fath- 
ered by the Ma.ssachu.selts Tax A.'5socia- 
tion, he termed "poppycock." 

In his slaioment, Mayor Curley de- 
fended his .stand in favor ot n, $15,000.- 

000 bond Lssne l)y the state as a means 
of relieving harassed cities of the com- 
monwealth, and declared that the 
method ot inviting city employes to 
contribute a portion of tlieir pay to wel- 
fare relief work of the city, as adpotcd 
In Boston, was sane and constr-uctive 
and the only practical way of lessening 
city expenditures. 

The bvu-eau, in its public statements, 
has directed Us attack chiefly at the 
$15,000,000 bond issue spon.sorcd by the 
Mayors' Club and warmly favored by 
Mayor Curley, and at the city adminis- 
tration's failure to affect substantirl 
reduction of operating costs as a means 
of meeting the problem of heavily aug- 
mented welfare disbursements. 

The mayor'.s statement was prompted 
by criticism of his policy on these two 
points, as contained in a recent state- 
ment of the bureau.

the town in which the lenlor United 
State* senator resides. In my 
opinion, no municipality of the 
commonwealth .should be obliged to 
seek federal aid in the present 
cmergoncy rntil every po.ssible ave- 
nue through which irlicf may Ix;

I have read over the list of 
directors of the BosUin miinicipa; j 
research bureau and find that a 
majority of the directors have bren 
a material f.nctor in making difficult 
the conduct of affairs in Boston 
either efTicienlly or economically.

Provided the activities of this or- 
ganization WMe confined solely to | 



the solloUliiB ot cXienta tor wnom 
they might secure abatements on 
properties, their actions, while rep- 
rehensible, might not justify too 
great condemnation but when. In 
order to achieve their object they 
re.sort to deliberate falsehood and 
attack the credit ot the city, tliey 
embark upon a program wliich may 
ultimately do grave injury. 

The city of Boston sought or 
favored the enactment of legisla- 
tion in the opening months of the 
present year which, if enacted 
would have made unnecessary an 
increase in the tax rale thk year.

Emphasis is laid upon the failure i 
of the city to effect economies In | 
keeping with the opinion as ex- 
pre-^sed by the chairman of the 
bfjard of directors of the Baston 
mimicipal research bureau, not- 
withstanding the fact that under 
the law tlie mayor is po'iverlcss to 
reduce .salaries of county officials 
or employes of the school depart- 
ment, or even municipal employes 
directly under t,he control of the 
mayor, except in conformity with 
the provisions of existing civil serv- 
ice laws and regulations.

The Boston municipal research 1 
bureau, provided I Interpret their 
communication correctly, favor a 
reduction In .salaries of at least S5 
per cent, and the discharge of about 
2.S per cent, of persons now In the 
employ of the municipality. In my 
opinion a program of this character 
Is economically unwise and un- 
."lound, slncx; it would mean a trans- 
fer from the municipal payrolls of 
individuals receiving icmuneratlon 
for -work actually performed to the 
w^elfare rolls where money Is paid 
with but a limited return In labor. 
There Is a service that might be 
rendered by both Mr. Bentley W.

Mavor Curley in his statement denied 
that, the assessed valuation of properties

In its contention that property 
valuations fixed by the assessors are 
excessive in numerous cases, the bureau, 
the mayor declared, has resorted to the 
i unfair and unsound proceaure of at- 
tempting to determine permanent values 
at a time when the real estate market 
is emerging from a temporary state of 
demoralization. 

MAYOR'S STATEMENT 
The mayor said in his statement: 
"The Boston municiual research 
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A Job for the League? 

ALTHOUGH we nre not informed if Mayor Curley and Mr. 
Whiteside are members of the League of Nations, or if they 
ever subscribed to a general protocol designed to avert gory 
strife, we feel that overt acts are in the offing, if the exchange 
of sharp diplomatic notes is a criterion. We trust there will be 
no severance of diplomatic relations. The letters, however, re- 
veal a degree of pa.ssion which should be far from the contem- 
plation of scholarly gentlemen, even if their missives are a 

bit prolix. 

In Genesis, we have the story of the creation abundantly 
told in chaste composition ; there is absence of redundancy, am- 
biguity, tautology or other offences to the purist. Of course 
His Honor and the eminent gentlemiin representing allegedly 
oppressed vested interests may be indulging in a literary con- 
test.

MORE AND MORE AMAZING 

What seems the most remarkable 
Icvelnpnieiit of all the revelations 
-oncoming the Welfare Kelief in- 
icstiKHtors is the statement of Cor- 
.loration Counsel Silverman that his 
rlepartment alone has collected be- 
tween $20,000 and $25,000 in cash by 
law suits against persons who col- 
lected welfare aid when they were 
not entitled to it. 

This seems to show that the 
frauds arc exceedingly widespread 
and also that the fakers hasten to 
pay up when the law gets after them. 
But the amount of money col- 
lected in this fashion by the Corpora- 
tion Counsel's office is startling, con- 
sidering the fact that it was done in 
so short a period. Evidently the city 
p.id list just swarms with fakers. 

It is hard to believe that literally 
thousands of people, judging from al! 
the facts that have come to light 
in the past few days, are so devoid 
I if .ill decency and humanity as to 
steal from the city money reserved 
for those in real distress. Yet it ap- 
pe.irs this atrociotis graft is wide- 
spread. 

With all due regard for the very 
dilncult position in which the Board 
of Public Welfare is placed and its 
Iacl< of sufficient trained workers it 
|does seem as though a great deal of 
the investigating has been carelessly 
done. 

Yet, we have the example of the 
smaller cities where the obtaining of 
the facts regarding the need of ap- 
plicants for aid should be easy as 
compared to Boston and we find they 
sufTer from the same bare-faced 
fakcry. 

We should be careful, however, 
not to let this exposure of the un- 
worthy blind lis to the need of many 
tlioiisands of decent and honest 
people who are dependent solely on 
llie allowance from the city. They 
.should not suffer for the sins of 
others.

In fact, Jt U Mr Morris' conclusion 
that the "drier" a State is, the -worse 
its liquor. He still remembers Okla- 
homa with a grimace, and he Is appre- 
hensive of the liquor in Main-e. 

Reporters, suspecting that the inter- 
view would soon dejfenerate into a dis- 
cussion of the homebrew recipes used 
in various parts of the country, Im- 
plored Mr Morris to reveal first what 
his inspiration had been on his tour. 

"My inspiration has been the North- 
west Mounted Police," he explained, 
"They always get their man and 
I . . ." 

His voice seemed to break. A tear— 
or it seemed like one — seemed to teeter 
on his eyelid. 

"And I," he continued, "am a 
failur'i." 



Paul Morris, director of the Pro- 
hibition Research Committee's ex- 
pedition to find just one man who has 
been reformed from drinking because 
of the 18th Amendment, summed up 
Ilia day's search In Boston last night 
and felt much discouraged about it. 
He and his four companions have 
traveled 12,000 miles from coast to j 
coast in their bus "Diogenes," inter- 
viewing thousands of "dry" le,-ders 
, and city officials, but they are sorry 
to report tliat 'hsy iiave no', found 
one la-.v-r-formod drunkarf".. They 
even have failed to find a sinfj'® 
fomlly which har bion bettered by 
the man In the 'nousc becoming sober 
because of tho law. 

They came to Doston, feeling con- 
fident that In this cliadel of "law and 
order" they would find at least one 
of tho many thousand law-reformed 
drimliards that "dry"' leaders from 
El Paso to Si.nlte St Marie had as- 
sured them Acre la ihis country. 

First they called on Mayor Curley, 

who greeted them with the words, "I 

don't think you can find anyone In 

j Boston A'ho has stopped drinking sole-. 

I ly fiecause of the 18th Amendment, 

"Most hard drinkers nowadays 
learned to drink since prohibition." 

l^astor Refuses Names 

Next thoy called on Rev A. Z. Con- 
rad, pastor of the Park Street Clniich, 
for wliom "repeal" Is a fighting word 
morning, noon and night. 

"Why, 1 know a dozen men who 
went on habitual sprees, could net sup- 
port their families, and beat their 
wives, but they now are complately 
reformed and support their lamilles 
comfortably," Dr Conrad told them. 

But, according to Mr Morris, the 
clergyman would not supply names 
and addresses. 

Mr Morris looked over his notes and 
,e;electcd the names of Mrs Henry G. 
Peabody, noted local dry, and Mrs Wil- 
liam Tilton, head of the womcn'.<i com- 
mittee of the Antlsaloon League. 

He learned that Mrs Peabody was 
spending the Summer in New Hamp- 
shire and was not available for an 
interview by Mr Morris. Mrs Tilton 
was likewise out of town. 

Then Mr Morris was genuinely dis- 
appointed to learn that all the Wom- 
en's rhristlan Temperance Union offl- 
claus were In Seatle attending the con- 
vention there. 

Dr Robert Wat.son, secretary of the 
Lord's Day League, an ardent "dry," 
ivas the next person whose aid was 
iskcd by Mr Morris. 

"Why, thousands of people have 
stopped drinking because of the law," 
Dr Watson exclaimed. "But, n^'edless 
to aay, if I /rave their names, they 
would conalder'lt an unfriendly act." 



Mr Morris said all he needed was 
one name. Then he could ra-je back 
to New \'ork, turn over his bus, get 
his pay. join his family again, and 
start in writing magazine articles. 

PcUce Head Knows of None 

He went to Police Headquarters and 
called on Supt Michael H. Crowley. 

"I could not honestly say that I 
have known of a hard-drinking man 
who has been reformed by the 18th 
Amendment," the police superinten- 
dent told him. 

Next Mr Morris called at the Men's 
Industrial Home of the Salvation Army 
and talked with I. Good, acting man- 
ager. 

"I am sorry but we keep no records 
of the sort of cases you are looking 
for," Mr Good told him. "I know 
of men who have stopped drinking 
through persuasion and religion, but 
when it comes to the law, 1 don't 
know of any." 

By this time, tho nftornoon W.a3 
nearly over. Although Mr Morris has 
a slight suspicion that he is "persona 
non grata" around Anti-Saloon League 
.headquarters, he called on Artliur J. 
(Davl.s, State superintendent of the 
jMassachu-setts Anti-Saloon league. 

He said he found Mr Davis inclined 
to treat his 12.000-mile search as "Just 
one of those things." 

"Mr Davis tried to laugh it off," Mr 
Morris .said later. "lie »ald that even 
if he were able to produce any cases, 
he would not g've me their names be- 
cause I was on tlie 'wet' side." 

Reporters who talked with Mr Mor- 
ris at the end of his day'« frultliss 

search seemed to detect a rather hurt 
expression In his eyes, as well as 
weariness. It was plain to see that 
the Anti-Saloon League head's jocu- 
larity had been interpreted by Mr 
Morris as a reflection on the sclantlflc 
character of his expedition. 

After all, ho argued, hadn't he 
traveled 12.000 miles through prairies 
and Sunday traffic jams with nothings 
but a few hu:)dred tons of new3pai>er 
clippings to show for It. 

Gives Up Search Here 

I "A''.' j'ou going to keep up your 
I Kt a/ch In Boston?" ho was as'xed, 

"No, I give up," tho oxpodltion head 
answered dejectedly.

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INVESTIGATE FRAUDS 

Brackman Likely to Ask 
Inquiry Into Welfare Aid 

The likelihood that fhe situation ve- 
Raiding welfare frauds will be dis- 
cussed Pt the meeting of the City 
Council Monday was indicated yester- 
day, when Councilor David M. Brack- 
man announced that he will probably 
recommend that ihe special welfare 
committee of the Council be ordered 
to investigate the matter. 

Some members of the Council are 
known to be opposed to such an in- 
vestigation at this time on the ground 
that it would Interfere with, and dupli- 
cate, the inquiry now being tonducled 
by the police. 

Mi- Brackman told a Globe reporter 
last night that he had not made up 
his mind definitely to recommend on 
investigation by the Council committee 
and would first consult Joseph Mc- 
Grath, chairman of the committee, and 
other members of the Council. Mr 
Brackman said that \\\s desire was 
Ihat the whole situation be fully Inves- 
tigatod and the results made public. 

"Carelessness or Collusion" 

Appareniiy, he said, Uieie has been 
either careles.sness, inefBclency, or 
even collusion, on the part of some 
welfare visitors, or the number of 
visitors has been much too small for 
the work they are called upon to do. 
He added that he firmly believed that 
most, if not all, of the welfare visitors 
were honest and faithful and that their 
numbers should be Increased. 

For the sake of the Welfare Depart- 
ment, and especially since there have 
been intimations that some persons 
were receiving aid to which they were 
not entitled because they had been 
recommended by membeia of the Coun- 
cil, Mr Brackman aald he felt the 
whole situation ahoi^ld be thoroughly 
investigated. 

He added (hat recommendations by 
Councilor.'! were not supposed to he 
binding on the welfare department and 
that he did not believe any of the 
Councilors who have written to the 
Wclfaie Departnr.ent on behalf of ap- 
parently needy people intended that 
fhclr recommendations should be ac- 
cepted without investigation of the 
case by the welfare visitors. 

Councilor McCrath, chairman of Ihe 
welfare committee, has maintained 
since the first suggestion of a Council 
investigation was made earlier in the 
week that for his committee to take up 
the matter at this time would b* to 
duplicate the investlg.ition being car- 
ried on by the police and might pos- 
slbly "Interfere with the splendid work 
now being done by Deputy Goode." 
When the police have finished their 
investigation it will be time enough 
for the Council to take a hand if it 
should then .seem advisable, Mr Mc- 
Grath said. 

To Ask Warrants for Six

These cases are not the result of 
the police investigation. While Deputy 
Supt Thomas F. Goode's new bureau 
of investigation Is studying the first 
of the hundreds of cases sent back 
from the various police stations after 
preliminary investigations and while 
officers all over the city are carrying 
on the laborious work of checking up 
on every one of the 20,000 persons now 
receiving city aid, the city law depart- 
ment Is going on with the work it has 
done for years, investigating and, 
when necessary, prosecuting cases 
sent to it by the Welfare Department. 

It has been estimated that the de- 
partment prosecutes an average of not 
less than .'10 cases a month, all 
originally uncovered by the Welfare 
Department workers. Corporation 
Counsel Samuel Silverman said yester- 
day that, during the last five months, 
his assistants have recovered approxi- 
mately $20,000 from persons who had 
been receiving aid Illegally. A number 
of people are now serving jail sentences 
for traud on tiie city, 

Silverman Denies Friction 

Mr Silverman denied that there Is 
any friction between himself and 
Police Commissioner Eugene Hultman 
over the police investigation. 

"I haven't talked with the comml.s- 
sloner since the police investigation be- 
gan," said Mr Silverman. "We are go- 
ing light ahead in our own way, con- 
ducting our own investigation. The law 
department is going to make its ar- 
rests througli police officers attached 
to the Welfare Department. 

"We are going ahead In the regular 
way and getting results. We get our 
initial information from the Welfare 
Department. Then we investigate and 
act. We are not talking, we are act- 
ing." 

Mr Silverman added that he believes 
the public is being given a wholly dis- 
torted idea of the number of fraud- 
ulent case.^. He said he believed many 
of the cases which have become pub- 
lic, on investigation, will prove to be 
far less flagrant than they appear and 
that some of the most suspicious may 
turn out to be legitimate. 

The corporation counsel cited as an 
example the case of a man receiving 
aid who was reported to have been 
seen driving an automobile. On in- 
vestigation, he said, it was learned 
that the man had secured a job which 
I he only held two days and that the 
I car he was driving belonged to hl.s 
I temporary employer, who had told him 
to take It for certain work he was do- 
I ing. He lost the job at the end of two 
days and did not work again.

HALTS MANY FRAUDS 

Local Police to Prosecute 
Where Illegality Clear 



The continuou.s publiei(.y given the 
jjolice investigation of alleged frauds 
in obtaining aid from the Public Wel- 
fare Department has thrown such a 
scare into certain fraudulent recipl- 
enl.s that many of them have volun- 
tarily cancelled their requests for help, 
it became known yesterday. 

Police of the Joy-st Station discov- 
ered that eight pedler«, who claimed 
they were out of work, had had their 
n.TniPs taken from the welfare list at 
atiniiT the time the police w-ere g-iven 
their eases to investigate. 

Two pedlers, whom police claim 
work each day. still receive aid from 
ttie '-ity and when questioned by po- 
lice said they will request their namea 
dropped. 

The investigation continues to re- 
veal frauds. In one case, a man listed 
ns ii\'ing on Lowell st has never re- 
sided there, according to the police. 
A check *)n another hits revealed that 
the man getting aid had moved sev- 
erai munihs ago. but BtlU get.s his aid 
as of that address. 

Reports from various stations are 
slowly rPHchin.L,^ headquarter.*i and fol- 
lowing the iirst actual prosecutions In 
coin-t this week. otiiers will be 
ready. It is also expected that Police 
Commissioner Kugene f. HultniiHi wi'l 
I make an otiicial .statement this week 
I comerning tlie future policy of tlie 

department in respect to the.sc cases, 
I Mr Hultman previoiisiy indicated 
I that where absolute fraud is dlscov- 
I ered. the police would prosecute, but 
if there is any doubt, the reports 
would lie sent to the Welfare Depart- 
ment foi- action there. 

Reports on lb new frauds came from 
Khst Boston. Twelve of these were 
wrong addres.sf-s and the alleged reci- 
pients were not known. There was one 
case of n man, receiving aid since 
lil-in, shown trt have passed t.ie titl« 
of a house of a nephfw. Another man, 
I who has received aid for a year, has 
la son and two d.iughters w-orking, 
I The investigations led to the arrest 
(of a couple in East Boston on chareet 
of drunkenness and living togeflier «s 
man and wife though not mauied to 
each other. Police say the man has 
been receiving aid for two years for 
the support of a wife and four chll- 
dreii living in Brockton. The woman 
is well known to the police and has a 
icriminal re.ord. Thev will be ar- 
raigned In. the East Boston Court this 
Imornlng.

One of ^.the most colorful trans- 
atlantic sailings out of Boston in 
years was the departuic from Com- 
monwealth Pier yesterday of the 
motorship Saturnia, for the Azores 
and Mediterranean ports.

Two addi- 
tional claimants were fotind never to 
have lived at the addre.'ises they gave 
the welfare department. 

East Boston Fakes 

P'irst reports on the latest batch of 
ca.ses were slow, the police having only 
a few facts on band regarding the 
<laimanls. But in the ISast Boston sec- 
tion, the police under the direction ot 
Captain Archibald Campbell discovered 
I.'i new fraud cases. Ot that number, 12 
were fake addresses. 

One arrest touching on the welfare 
cases <ame when a man and woman 
were arrested on drunkenness charges 
and were also charged with living to- 
gether tiio\!gh not married. The man. 
aciording to police, has a wife and four 
children living In Brockton. For the 
past two years he has been receiving 
aid for the support of his family and 
apparently has been spending It on 
women and linuor. The woman In the 
case Is well known to the police. 

It is expected that Police Commis- 
sioner llultman will take a, definite 
slawl today or tomorrow on the 
mtmod pollen Intend to follow In the 
prosecution ot the welfare fraud cases. 
The development ot a permanent co- 
operative plan between the police and 
public welfare departments for contin- 
uous supervision ot welfare relief cases 
was suggested by the Joint committee 
on municipal finance ot the Boston 
(;hnmber ot Commerce and the Boston 
Benl lOstate Kxchange, according to a 
statement Issued last night. 

It Is expected that «uch aupervlsion 
will discourage fraudulent efforts to 
obtain relief, and will help establish 
cnnddence In the public welfare work 
of the city 

Ryan Not to Act 

Wholesale refusals of renewals of 
aufo.moblls licenses and registrations 
to persons on the public welfare rolls 
la not contemplated at the present time 
by Registrar ot Motor Vehicles Mor- 
gan T. Byan. Explaining statements he 
made Saturday in an address before 
the Massachusetts Selectmen's Associa- 
tion at Swansea, Rynn said that such 
aitlon would require much more money 
and many more employees than the reg- 
istry now has. 

"In certain instan<'es which have come 
directly to my attention," he said, "1 
have bad opportunity to question appli- 
cants regarding their soiirces^of income. 
There have been cases where those 
seeking to get their licenses returned 
admitted brarenly and without healta- 
ttgn that their only source ot Income 
was municipal aid. In these specific 
casea I have seen flt to withhold their 
Ucenies to drive.

The vUitors run the de- 
partment and any one who investi- 
gates only casually will quickly 
realize that the visitors are in con- 
trol. 

There are so-called paymasters in 
the welfare department receiving 
tl9 a week In salary who are pass- 
ing out from $5000 to .$10,000 
weekly to recipients of aid. Fiom 
this $19 these paymasters con- 
tribute one day's pay a month to 
the unemployment relief fund. Act- 
ually, they are passing out more 
money a week to some recipients 
who are unemployed than they re- 
ceive themselves for working. 

It will not be until there Is a 
radical reorganization and the plac- 
ing of a salaried commissioner in 
ab.solute control of the department , 
that the chaos which exists will be 
supplanted by a semblance of ef- 
ficiency.

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Fin Com Hits Favoritism 
In Award of City Contracts 

Calls on Cuiiey to Restore Actual Competition- 
Charges Low Bidders Ignored, Citing 
' Traffic Signal Firm's Preference 



Mayor Curley waa called on yesterday^ 
by the finance commission to substi- 
tute actual competition for mimiclpal 
contracts for the existing system of 
competition "which has discouraged 
bidders and maintained a policy of 
favoritism supported only by excuses." 
For the third time since Nov. 7. 1931, 
the commis-sion. in a report featured by 
vigorous phraseoloRy in condemnation 
of the practice of ignoring low bidders 
of acknowledged responsibility, in- 
formed the mayor that the policy of 
"advertising for competition and then 
disregarding the result will make no 
progress toward the goal of a successful 
and economical purchasing system." 

The commission concentrated Its 
► criticism or. the preference which has 
been consistently shown in the pur- 
' chase of automatic trafTlc signal equip- 
ment to the American Gas Accumulator 
Company and its successor under un- 
changed ownership — the Signal Service 
Corporation, but paid some attention t.( 
the ignoring of the lowest bidder in thi 
award of the contract for flour. 
DECRIES SYSTEM 
The repoi-t charged that instead o 
ignoring the bid of the Signal Servlc 
Corporation bccau.?e of failure i 
comply with requirements of the speci 
flcations, the supply department, whlcl 
has been assailed previously for recog 
nizing this concern, unwarranted 
Rave it preference with the approval c 
the mayor. 

The commission decried the systen 
which compels contractors and mer- 
chants, believing that they are compet- 
ing legitimately, to disclose their prices 
in public competition, only to be 
brushed aside when they arc low bid- 
ders "for excuses that arc distinctly 
not reasons.' 

As illuminating proof of the basis 
for Us conclusions that there Ls no 
legitimate competition lor traffic signal 
eq\iipment. the commLssion emphasized 
.n lis report, the facts about the bids 
"•■ --'iiipmont which were received 
June T. 

a. ..J Signal Service Corporation was 
.he second highest among five bidders 
and its quotation of $17,936.50 was 
almost twice the bid of $9211 offered 
by the Eaelc Signal Corporation and 
in contrast with the bid of $9582 sub- 
mitted by the Crou.se-Hinds Company 
which has previously been ignored in 
similar awards. Between .January. 1928 
and February. 1932 six contracts for 
signal equipment have been awarded 
to the American Gas Accumulator 
Company although in but one Instance 
was Its bid the lowest. 



NEW BIDS OPENED 

In the consideration of the five bids 
.submitted in June, all were apparently 
rejected but no such notice was given 
bidders. New bids were opened July 7 
and the Signal Service Corporation pre- 
.scnted five difTercnt prices ranging from 
S7852 to $17.93H while the Eagle Com- 
pany held at $9211, but Crouse-Hinds 
Company cut its offer to $8408. 

The finance commi.ssion offers vig- 
orous objection to what was character- 
ized as an indefensible act. Though the 
specifications demanded that each bid- 
der submit a wiring diagram to show 
how its apparatus functioned the Sig- 
nal Service Corporation wa.s the only 
bidder which failed to comply. 

"Ordinarily." the report sa.v.s. "this 
would mean that the bid was irregular 
and the city would reject It, because 
U offered the city no opportunity to 
check up the apparatu.-^. To make this 
lapse more aggravating, iho Signal Ser- 
vice Corporation submitted five dif- 
lerent prices for complying with the 
specification with absolutely no infor- 
mation as to what caused the differ- 
ence in prices or what it would do for 
one that it would not do for another.' 

The commi.ssion found reason to com- 
plain that as the other bidders had 
filed their wiring diagrams, they pub- 
licly disclosed how their apparatus 
worked while the Signal Service Cor- 
poration was permitted t-o keep undis- 
closed its method of wiring. 

T»ie bid of the Crouse-Hinds Com- 
pany was rejected because Traffic 
Engineer Hurley wa-s "not satisfied that 
the apparatus to be furnished would 
work for the city. A similar e ;cuse 
was giver> to explain the rejecti<^n of 
the two lowest prices for which the 
Signal Service Corporation offered to 
furnish tiie apparatus. This queer de- 
cision by the traffic engineer will cost 
the taxpayers at least $1200. 

"The commission believes this con- 
tinued favoring of the Signal Service 
Corporation, heretofore known as the 
American Gas Accumulator Company, 
'o the exclusion of other responsible 
icalers, constitutes a scandal. The com- 
Til.ssion cannot understand how the bid 
offered in this last competition could 
3c considered .since it lacked one of the 
Tiost im|x>rtjinl requirements," to which 
his comment was added: "The city 
luthorit.les are constantly rejecting bids 
"or less cause." 

In complaining about (he award at n 
'ost of approximatx'iy $1000 in excess of 
ho lowest price of the flour contract, 
ho commission cited this instance as 
mother example of disregard, of the 
Interests of the taxpayers. 

Mayor Curley has defended his ac- 
tion on the ground thet he took care 
that the highest grj.de of fiour was pur- 
chased lor use in the hospitals and 
other municipal lastituUons.

The vote of the city council for hold- 
ling oft investigation of the city's welfare 
administration wa-s 17 to 'i, this decision 
committing a special council committee 
of seven members to dormancy pending 
completion of the police investigation. 
An hour's oratory preceded the vote. 

Several councilmen. including Joseph 
McGrath. and Clement A. Norton of 
Hyde Park, in the course ol the debate 
dct'ired their intention to continue to 
.send those rla'-ning to be In need to the 
welfare department contending it it 
their "duty" to do so. 

HcGrath made this s'^atement while 
he was arguing against the order to 
have Hie special commit'ec immediately 
investigate welfare m ninistration, an 
inquirv which he said m^ght be con- 
strued as an attempt to 'nterfere with 
me current police investigation.

The Finance Cdmmission yesterdiv

contracts to other tlian the lowest bid- 
dors \viti\()ut justifiable reason. 

The commission said that it consid- 
ers it bad enouHh that the taxpayers 
siioiild be deiiri\'ed of the opportunity 
to sH^■e appi oximatcly 52200 in t\^"o 
CHses mentioned, iiut a worse res.ilt, 
in the commission's opinion, is the ef- 
fect that these practices are havinjj 
on legitimate dealers whose continued 
competition for city business is neces- 
sary to assure the lity tliat it is ob- 
laning Rood qiiality at fair prices. 

The commission repeated its recom- 
mendation tliat the city seek the grcrft- 
csl competition for its business and 
award to the lowest bidder unless 
'here is real merit in a reason for dv<- 
ln,t; otherwise. 

Sees i\o Merit in Reasons 

'I'hc commission added that il be- 
lieved there was no real merit in the 
reasons given in the two cases reported 
in the letter of Aug Ji. 

Tile Finance Comrnission communi- 
catinn to Ihe Mayor in part follows; 

"Two recent cases that illustrate the 
methods being followed arc the pur- 
chase of traflii signal >quipmenl by 
(he Sufiply department and Ihe pur- 
chase of liniir for the city institutions. 
In both cases wide competition was 
.loughl and obtained, but when St came 
10 make the awards the same old fa- 
voritism was shown. 

■•In the case of the traffic signals it 
is appaient that a group of city offi- 
cials has determined lo prevent any 
but one favorite concern from getting 
nny opportunity lo supply signal equip- 
ment to the city. Almost two ycar.i 
ago the Finance Commission protested 
lo Your Honor against favoritism that 
had extended over a long period of 
years to Ihe same concern.

A long defense of the administration 
of tile Boston welfare department and 
of the granting of aid to >on\e owners, 
as well &a families of persons with 
criminal records, was made last night 
by the department's overseers. At the 
same time police continued to tiirn up 
' impostors receiving aid. including a 
narcotic peddler, an employed cab ;',rlv- 
er and a chronic drunkard. 

Other developments yesterday in the 
welfare situation were the sentencing 
of two "dole fakers" to jail, in Boston, 
findings of guilty against relief graft- 
ers In Cambridge and Waltham. and 
the Institution of police investigation of 
welfare cases in Natick. where town 
offlcial.', are alai'med at the inorea.se in, 
relief expenditures. 

SAYS CRITICISM UNMERITED 
The overseers a.sserted that more 
tlian 100,000 persons In Boston are now 
being aided, and that despite precau- 
tions dishonesty is bound to occur in, 
supplying support for so great a num-> 
ber of persons. ! 

Ci'iticism of la^'ty by visitors in de-' 
terminlng whether the 25,000 families i 
which make up the 100,000 persons 
supported by the city are worthy of 
help, is unmerited, the overs<'ers de- 
clared. They describe in detail the 
numerous checks mnde on applicants' 
statements Ijefore funds are granted 
and asiierted that fraud, where discov- 
ered, continually lias been prosecuted 
for the past two years. 

The overseers al.so a.s.serled that cases 
where police have discovered persons 
given aid are owners of homes does not 
necessarily indicate dishonesty, and 
that relief has bo<'ii granted In .some 
cases despite such property ownership. 
Aid of families of persons with criminal ■ 
records al.so wa,-; defended. 1 

"In many cases," said the statement, 
"it has been necessary to aid home 
owners to prevent sultering. We have 
not attempted to penalize thrift, and 
the mere ownership of real estate in 
Itself ottPii constiluirs more ot a lliibll- 
ily than an .vict. Llkewiie. the aiding ol 
families or those with criminal records 
Is obvious hecau.se the Innocent wives 
and children should not sutler priva- 
tion after the com-t.s have dealt with 
the offcndcr.s "

After ixilntlng ovU. that a conference 
In January with officials of the Chamlx-r 
of Commerce, the Boston Real Estate 
i'jxchange, as.scssors and other city of- 
ficials resulted In the setllng i.side of 
$50,000 to hasten the oompletion of the 
block i)lans of the entire city to provide 
a basis for equitable assessment of all 
property, the mayor declared that hl.« 
Instructions to the a-sscssors were to 
make oroportlonal reductions this year 
In every a.-isessment problem when avail- 
able data wan-anted a markdown. 

The net result, according to the 
ma,yor s claim, is that the taxable valu- 
ation has been reduced to the kvcl ol 
J926.

Such a statement overlooks the 
fact that real estate asaessments 
always lag behind economic condi- 
tions. In times of prosperity and 
rising markets the assessed valu- 
ations of the city are considerably 
lower than the fair market value. 
No complaint has "ver been reg- 
istered by real estare operators 
and owners to this condition Why 
then should the same individuals 
and organizations expect that city 
authorities in periods of depres- 
sion can adjust their a.ssessments 
to as to reflect fair market values? 
Considerable importance has 
been attached to the statement 
that the city of New York will IhLs 
.vear reduce its a^e.ssed valuations 
bv $1,600,000,000, .V^ an tsolated 
figure, this would apjiear to rep- 
resent an enermous reduction but 
to appreciate the true meaning of 
this reduction it should be inter- 
preted in its relation to the total 
a.<i,sessed valuation of New York 

According to tlie comptroller's re- 
port of that city the taxable valua- 
tion in 1931 was .■slightlv in excefji 
of $20,000,000,000. A reduction, 
therefore, of $1,500,000,000 Is equiv- 
alent to a reduction of 7''. per 
1 cent. When the final figures for 
this year have been determined by 
the board of assessors it will be 
evident that the reduction In as- 
sessed values in tlik city since 1930 
will approximate in exce.":s of 5 per 
cent., a showing fairly comparable 
to that of New York. 

It is unfair to use the cities of 
New Bedford and Fall River as ex- 
amples of what should be done In 
Boston. The two former cities are 
admittedly single Industrial com- 
mrnlties.

It is onlv na- 
tural to expect a marked and ex- 
treme reduction In the valuations 
of the.^e two cities. Buslne.<;s and 
Industry in Boston, however. Is 
diversified and we liave not wit- 
nessed to any material degree what 
i has taken place In Fall River and 
New Bedford. Whv claim, then, 
that Boston should keep apace with 
t.'.cse two cii.k-s in reducing ^'aiiia- 
tlons? 

It ha,s been charged that the 
official.s of the cllv have been re- 
miss in the matter of reducing 
valuaiions. The facts showed a net 
lo.=;s last year of approximatelv $14.- 
000,000 of which the redtiction on

Does this bear out the contenlion 
that citv officials have failed to ap- 
preciate conditions as they exist In 
the city:' Before answering this 
question, consideration should also 
be given to the fact that the re- 
ductions In \ahies in 1932 will oe 
approximately fi\e time.= as great 
as those recorded in 1931.

Ads for Bids on $40,000 Purchase 
I Public But Four Days— Type Is 
Made by One Concern Onlv 
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' Accusations that tlie city admin- 
istration was attempting to purchase, 
>vithout proper advertising and open 
competition, $40,000 wortli of un- 
necessary fire apparatus from the 
[favored American LaFrance and 
Foamite Industries, Inc., which has 
had a monopoly on the fire engine 
contracts here for the past 16 years, 
i*v'ere contained in a Finance Commis- 
sion report issued last night by 
ChairmMii Frank A. Goodwin. 

TOO SHORT FOR COMPETITORS 

Thfi roporl protested that the bids are 
HchoduU'd to he opened today at noon, 
although tlie contract was advertised 
to the public only four days ago, not 
•nough time to permit rompetltorB to 
ftep Into the field. Kiirthermorc, the 
report contended that the speciflcattone 
railed for apparatus that was manu- 
factured by hut one concern, the Amer- 
ican I-aFiance group. 

For this reason the Finance Commi«- 
• lon called upon the Mayor to canrel 
the requfPt for bids todny and, unless 
he conpiders the new apparatus al>so- 
lutely necessary, to postpone the pur- 
chase until "more prosperous times." 

Benefit by Open Competition 

The commission recalled that Bev^ral 
times In the past two years it had vec- 
ommended the abanrioTituent of the 
policy cytahlLsbed In lOlfi of standardiz- I 
Ing tho fit depart inrnl cquipinent by | 
iliiaking aH puitlianrs of apparatus from I 
jthe Auioiican LaKranre interestF. Since 
(that time gieal tliannt's had heon made 
In tho manufacture of lire apparatus, 
the com mission si a ted. asserting that 
the city would now benefit by open com- 
peti* Ion. 

"The time allowed between the ap- 
pearance of the advertisement and the 
time when the bid must be submitted 
was entirely too phnrt," the commis- 
«ion reported, "to obtain wide publicity 
and cf>mpetit ion. 

Made by Only One Concern 

"The ad\ crt iseniont. however, con- 
tained a more serious objection than 
this lack of sufficient tim^. The type 
of apparntup, which it describe*! as that 
which the city wanted bids on, is man- 
ufactured by only one concern and that 
In the American IvaP^-ance and Foaniite 
Induetrlee, Inc., which has hart a mo- 
nopoly' on the tialo of fire apparatus to 



the city of Boston since II'IS. 

"It would seem to the Finance Com- 
mission that the city officials responsible 
fr)r the specilU-ations must ha\'e known 
that only one conrcj'n manufactured the 
type of apparatus docribed and, there- 
ion*, when these officials advertised for 
■bids, according to those specillcations, 
they were deliberately attempting to 
make it appear that they were comply- 
ing with the widespread demand for 
competition for city contracts. 

Question Actual Necessity 

"The l-'inance fomuiission re.conunends 
that your Honor cancel the reipie^t for 
bid.v under this specilication. Tn addi- 
tion, the qucsti(.in is raised by the coni- 
misyion's consulting engineer, Ouy C. 
Kmer.son, as to the actual necessity for 
pmchasing any apparatus at this time. 

'The conimit^sion, therefore, also rec- 
ommends that if your Honor feels there 
Is such urgent need for this apparatus 
that the purchase (>C it cannot be post- 
poned until more prosperous times, at 
ieast specifications on which bids are 
■olicited should be wide enough to per-

Do We Need a New 
Hall? 

Has Boston any urgent need ol a new 
city hall? Suddenly confronted by th« 
glimmer of a new fifteen-story blllldlng 
vising on the site of the old, that is th« 
question of first concern. And first 
thought on the issue leads distinctly 
toward the word -No.' The existing 
city hall and annex seem sufficient at 
least to spread a roof over nearly all 
the regular departmeijts and bureaus 
of the city government. The School 
Buildings department is housed in a 
.separate building, but nevertheless one 
which the municipality already owns. It 
has, therefore, no rent to pay. The 
School Committee is in .separate quar- 
ters, and probably should always remain 
so for functional reasons, whether In 
the btiilding now rented or in some 
structure of its own to be built in the 
distant future. The Finance Commis- 
sion has rented ofiiccs, across the street 
from city hall. It might well be even 
more detached, both physically and in 
Independence of mind, in view of its 
charter-duties to serve as Critic Laureate 
of Boston's municipal government. 

The law department, on the other 
hand, really belongs in City Hall for 
good reasons of efficiency and con- 
venience; but it is in the building at 
1 1 Beacon street owned by the city, and 
u.sed by the .schoolhouse contructlon 
ic:onnnission. The Transit Department 
jaiso has "outsidfe" quarters. But except 
for these two cases, no other important 
Instances appear, at first survey, as 
greatly needing to be drawn into unity 
filth Boston's regxilar offices at CTty 
Hall. In short, the situation for the 
city is not at all the same as that which 
existed for the State twenty years ago, 
when, before the new wings of the 
: State House were built, overflow depart- 
Iments and divisions of the Common- 
wealth's government were scattered 
I through rented quarters all over ' Bos- 
I ton. 

' Urgent needs for a new city hall rising 
. to lifteen stories, therefore, seem not 
very imminent. The demands of future 
growth are, of course, another question 
again. But now is a time when ex- 
penditure for future expan.slon sits very 
ill indeed atop a swollen tax-rate and 
a tremendous pressure of cost for 
public welfare relief work. The usual 
arguments can be made, it Is true, 
as to the inexpensiveness of build- 
ing now. These arguments are sound 
but irrelevant if the money is to Ix 
spent for a purpose not itself presslngl; 
needed. If Boston Is now to lay ou 
some millions of dollars for a new publi' 
building, then one distinct need alread: 
stands agreed, and that Is for a ne\ 
courthouse. Of the five or six million 
which this would cost, the city woul 
have to supply two-tliirds. That p^jw 
has priority in fact, and mlrbt -m 
keep priority, w» tMtiKnt,

The city election commission at Its 
meeting yesterday called on a special 
committee of the Republican city com- 
niittee to prove Its charges of Irregu- 
larities In the appointment of election 
ofTlcials In Boston.

Rourke, data whlcli he has a.sked them 
to as.semble about the con.struction pro- 
ject Wi ich he ha.s practically decided 
to ask the Legislature to approve next 
year. 

In explanation of hi.s interer.t in the 
erection of a new liall. wlilcli he tenta- 
tively plRu.s to l>e a lo-story building 
flush with the School .street sidewalk 
and occupying every foot of tlie present 
City Hall plaza, he empha.sized the 
heavy annual saving in the rental of 
outside office space as well as the con- 
tribution to the relief of unemployment 
w'hich til? erection of a building costing 
several millions of dollars would pro- 
duce. 

It l.s the mayor's plan, if he carries 
out hLs tentative plans, to utilize th« 
old Young's Hotel building a.s a tem- 
porary City Hall during the two yean 
that the proposed building Is in con- 
struction.

Mayor's Representative 

Ends Friction — Hultman 

Defers Statement 



Friction between Uie Boston public 
welfare department and the police,, 
resulting from criticism of welfare ad-' 
ministration implied by police dis- 
clcisiires of fraud among those receiv- 
ing aid. was eliminated yesterday by a 
liaison man for Mayor Curley, and the 
police obtained the hiformation which 
wa.s refused them Thursday by the 
welfare department. 

The delay of llie welfare department 
in co-operating with the police, liow- 
ever, hampered the work of policT- ' '^- 
clals checking reports on individual in- 
vestigations of relief ca.ses, and pend- 
ing the completion of this work Com- 
missioner Hultman delayed comment- 
ing on the entire police welfare in- 
vestigation in a statement lie had 
promised to make yesterday. 

While the police 'were obtaining case 
data and history from the welfare 
department records yesterday, other 
policemen assigned to ca.se investiga- 
tion from the various stations continued 
'o turn up further instances of relief 
grafting. 

Ca.sps hi which ■nelfare funds were 
being collected in the name of persons 
long since dead, in which both hu.sband 
and wife have been granted aid under 
different names, and instances of relief 
receive< by persons giving addresses at 
which they r >ver lived or have not lived 
for years were among those investigators 
reported. 

Other developments yesterday in the 
welfare situation included a near riot 
It the city woodyard in Hawkins street. 
West end, where communists attempted

worthy. The police quickly broke up the 
harangue and arrested two persons one 
for distributing handbills without a per- ■ 
mit and the other for attempting to 
rescue tlie hist man arrested. 

Those arriisted were Morris Lieber- 
man, ;iO, of iiG4 Shawmiit avenue, Rox- 
bury, on the charge of distributing 
handbills, and Arthur Johnson.

Seventh Health Unit at 
Roxhury Crossing 



The coiner stono of the seventh 
health unit of Boston provided by the 
will of the late George Robert White, 
was laid just after noon todoy by 
Mayor James M. Ciirley in ceremonies 
(at the building which is now in proc- 
less of construction on Whittier st. 
Roxhury Crossing. Mayor Curley was 
late in arriving, but just as soon as 
he reached the scene Lieut Gen Ed- 
ward L.. Logan, manager of the fund, 
started the program on its way. 

Gen Logan paidtribute to George R. 
White and spoke of the great, blessings 
that the health units already located 
have been in the communities in which 
they are located. He prei<ented Rev 
William J. Casey, pastor of St Pat- 
rick's Church, Roxbury, who gave the 
invocation. 

Dr Charles K. Wilinsky of the Bos- 
ton Health Commis.^ion told of the real 
value of the units whi( h hiive already 
I been operating. He cited examples of 
'improvement in combating di.scase by 
showing th«t in years past there were 
as many as 1600 who died with tuber- 
culosis each year and the number at 
last year was reduced to 600. 

In diphtheria cases the number of 
deaths reached an average of 200 in a 
year and last year, he .said there were 
only nine deayis from this disease. 
i He said that the units are unlimited 
evidences of wise expenditures in the 
general health of the city. He paid 
tribute to the generosity of Mayor Cur- 
ley in his support of the general plans 
for the units. Futiii'e posterity he s.'tid 
will bless the memory of the benefnctor 
and Mayoi- Curley and the trustees who 
ha.ve carried out the program so well. 

I OrlRin of I'nits 

Ma\'f)i" Curle.v -said thnt the idea was 
ftriginated in his mind many yeais 
i!g(i that health >mits should be es- 
tablished. He told of visits he made 
with George R. White and his ar- 
guments to Mr White as to how ihe 
people of the city could be benefited. 
He pointed out the health problems of 
mothers and children, and he said 
that he felt that Mr White, who was 
the biggest real estate owner in Bos- 
ton at Ihe time, was not interested. 
Three months iaier Mr White died, and 
in his will the Mayor saidi a provision 
was made that real estate valued at 
upwards of S,'>,000,000 was placed in 
trust for the best purposes the city 
could u.se the money. The health units 
came as a result, the Mayor said. 

The Mayor said that when the sev- 
■cnth unit is in operation for two years 
the mortality rate in the city will be 
improved. He quoted Insurance con- 
cerns as declaring that two years after 
this new unit is operating the present 
death rate will be reduced and It will 
be possible to save one In every three 
babies that die today and one In every 
five of the mothers who die at child 
birth. 

He charged the |icople that the 
building is their property. The best 
service In the world la open to all and 
there Ja no cla«« or color line or any 
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equal to profit by the beneflU of the 
new stiueture. He charged the"" with 
responsibility of caring for the prop- 
erty as they would a most treasured 
relfc in their homes. The ^"ecessn.l 
operation he declared "^^a"", .f^*^" 
health for men, women and childien in 
their battle in life.

Nearly $2,000,000 a year of the city's funds is expended 
in outright graft by the public welfare department, city of- 
ficials disclosed last night after a police report of investiga- 
tions of 500 persons assisted by the department showed that 
from 12 to 15 per cent, of the cases listed as needy by the 
department should not receive aid. 

Astounding conditions were reported by the police, indi- 
cating that no less than 71 of the first 500 cases investigated justify 
immediate court action on the basis that their claims are outright 
fraud.s. The city has been paying 148 persons not deserving of 
aid and 186 unnaturalized aliens, and 240 of the recipient.^ of aid 
have not been visited by agents of the department of public welfare 
for periods varying from three months to two years, according to 
the i-eport. 

City officials revealed also that throughout the investiga- 
tion members of the board of public welfare have not co-op- 
erated with the police, and have caused many delays. 

The police arc equipped to investigate more cases a day 
than they have been studying since the investigation waa 
.started, but thoy are constantly held up in their efforts l)y the 
siowness of the hoard of public welfare in supplying them with 
records, it was learned last night. This was tiic cause of the 
last misunderstanding between the hoard and the police in- 
vestigators.

hy welfaie fakes reaches the $2,(HKi,nfio a 
year figure, the Mayor made Ills appeal 
to the citixen^. 

The Mayor made It plain that his con- 
fidence in the Welfare Board, In charge 
of doling out %\,m\mr\ a month to the 
city's poor and hungry, is Impllcil. His 
faith In these men and women, <-om- 
prising the welfare o\-erseers is such, 
that he will take no part In Joining 
with Inferred demanrls that city heads 
Btep in and do something— and do It 
dulckly. 

Best to Be Found 

For hi.** part he will conduct no inves- 
tigation, ills nellef, he made It plain, i.s 
that these officials are the very befit 
men and women to be found in Boston 
to carry on the stupendous task of dis- 
tributing the vast .'lums to the city's 
needy, when the facts are considered 
Xrom every angle. 

There Is no question, the Mayor

Investigators Overworked 

Attorney Wiiliam H. Ta.\li'r of the 
■U'elfarc Board, in commenting on the 
po-^sibilily that sume of the Board's 
own in\ estlgattus are responsible in 
part fur fniuds by not conducting 
proiier invesligatioiii!, expressed confi- 
dence In the Board's personnel. "They 
are greatly overworked and are doing 
an almost sunerlmmau job." he said. 
He added, nowever, that if any c.ise 
Is revealed Implicitiug any .Tgent of the 
Board, prosecution will follow Im.me- 
diately. 

As fop a report that a numljer of 
Riiens are recei%"ing city aid, .\ttorney 
Taylor declared that this is a fact. 
"But," he said, ■'they have every right 
to be receiving aid. A study of Chap- 
ter 117, Section 1, of the (lenerai I^aws 
of Massflchusetta are clear on that 
point.

■ 'I'he real point is, isn't it better tr 
do as we were doing, keeiiing the family 
together under one roof, or as else- 
where with the father sleeping in nnf 
end of the town and his wife ant 
cliiMren In another. In the morning 
thev go out with tin cans and get li 
a bread line. It may cost a little mor4 
to do it our way, hut I'm personalis 
willing it should. 

Not Many Frauds 

"Of course, there are some fraut 
cases. There are bound to be in suet 
a large undertaking. Any large num- 
ber of frauds, however, is anothei 
question. Wo as yet have no evldenc* 
of It. 

"Of the 12,000 heads of families on 
the lists they are under constant check 
by the department. They work from 
one to four days a week, depending 
on the amount they get. During the 
other week ilays they must report at 
staggered hours each day to the wel- 
fare department. The other 13,000 -we 
are oonstanlly In touch with. Single 
persons getting aid have to report to 
us. Mother's aid cases are checked by 
the State Department of Public Wel- 
fare, as well Ml .ottr own dep«urti>9«9|.

Replying to th* crilirisms that have 
been lewUed at his departmpnt, Chair- 
man Simon E. Hpcht "f the overseers 
of piiblir welfare, today declared: 
"Thinfjs aren't really half as bad as 
they appear to be," 

Chairman Herht added that this was 
purely a personal statement on hLs part, 
saying that late today a statement 
would be Issued by the board, after a 
meeting. 

The olty coimoil, scheduled to meet 
this afternono, wa.s expected to take 
steps toward an investigation, In view 
of disclosures made by the special po- 
lice b\ireau which has been handling 
500 or more cases for investigation. Last 
week a move for a mimicipal inVi'^tiga- 
tion was held up pending a police ye- 
I port. 

Following Police Commissioner Hult-' 
man's report on examination of the first 
.son welfare ca.ses. 12 to 15 per cent. 
of which were labelled fraud\ilcnt. it 
was freely predicted that certain coun- 
cllmen would demand a shakcup in the 
public welfare department. 

Confidence in ttie administration of 
Simon E. Hecht, chairman of the 
board of ovei"8eer.s, and in other mem- 
bers of the board, was expressed la.st 
night by Mayor Curloy. who asserted 
the members are "doing ineir level best 
to fulfil their duties and do them 
rigtiteously." 

"They have a big duty that they ai'e 
determined to do, and that is that n< 
one in the city of Boston shall gr 
hungry," said the mayor. 

"There is no reason, in my opinion 
to question Hie manner in which thesf 
people are doing their duty. Nowhere 
in the city of Boston could people be 
found who would be better qualified iC 
handle thLs big rospon.-iibilily. My 
confidence in them is complete." 

The mayor pointed out that the po- 
lice investigation of welfare case;: was 
Instigated at the suggestion of ttie 
board itself. 

City officiaU learned Sunday thai 
the police report of the first group ol 
cases given It for Inve-stlgatlon shows 
that 71 of 500 rases .tustify immediate 
court action, and report 148 imde.scrv- 
Ing pcr.^ons and 18fi unnaturnllzet 
alien,'> in tiie group. The completion a> 
the 500 cases marks merely the finish 
of l-snth of the Investigation wcrk 
which has yet to be undertaken There 
are 25.000 persons or families reeelvlni! 
aid, or a total of more than lOO.OOC 
persons.

Public Welfare? 

Not a day more should be lost in un- 
official and therefore irresponsible pub- 
licity about Boston's ullnged public 
welfare frauds. During more than a 
lorlniglit elaborate reports have ap- 
peared wliich purported to give ail the 
letails of the police department's in- 
/estigation of 500 cases submitted by 
he Public 'Welfare Department. But 
n this welter of print not one word of 
jflicial summary and final statement has 
,'et come from, the high coumiand of the 
jolice department itself. For that con- 
lilion Commissioner Hultman Is not to 
jlume. He is entitled to all the time 
lecessary to make his official report, 
lefinite and accurate beyond question, 
md in the meanwhile, he cannot con- 
,rol each of the many patrolmen anil 
officers engaged m this far-lhuiR- inquiry 
md stop them from making premature 
statements. 

But tlie unofficial declarations already 
published are too serious to be left hang- 
mg in any foggy air of doubt whatsoever. | 
If it be true that the people of Boston] 
are now bearing a needless burdt-n of as 
much as $2,000,000 a year for frauds per- 
petrated upon the public welfare depart- 
ment, then the evil must be openly faced 
and stamped out. Generalized expres- 
.sions of confidence in the good citizens 
who are now serving without pay as the 
overseers of this department are not 
sufficient to meet such pointed and con- 
crete charges as recently have been 
olfered the i)Ublic. Of course every 
sensible person has confidence In the 
men said women of distinctly high tj'pe 
who comprise the executive board. But ; 
the issues raised demand that positive 
evidence be brought before the public or. 
both sides, over the responsible sig- 
natures of public officials, and not merely 
by uncontrolled news-reports in the 
press and by wordy statements and 
counter-statements. 

Tlie fundamental question at stake is 
not necessarily one of confidence in the 
personnel of the welfare department's 
governing board. The issue may rather 
be one of the plan and efficiency of the 
organization of the paid staff of the 
welfare department, On this score, It 
seems more and more evident that the 
Boston Chamber of Commerce, the 
Finance Commission and Mayor Curley 
himself were well-advised in backing 
their bill to reorganize the Public Wel- 
fare system, which tlie General Court, 
at its last session, refused to pa.ss. But 
thoughtful people, anxious to avoid 
building tlieir Judgment on the basis of 
uncontrolled and unofllcial news-reports, 
cannot think the matter through to a 
conclusion until they have an oflBclal 
basis to go on. That basis should be 
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Boston tax rate prdbnMv wil! be an- 
nounced Wodncsdav morning, owIub to 
Mayjr Curley's sclieduled diniarture to 
the- We^X on Thursday to begin his cani- 
pai.gp -Tot Governor Roosevelt. Tlie rate 
will not be le.ss tlinn $35 nor higher than 
far,. 50 per $1000 of valuation. The exact 
r.gur^' is not yet known to the assessura. 
What Is known hi the fact that the 
assessors are striving hard to keep the 
late at an advance not greater than 
$35.50, and thai il' they decide iipon_ a 
sul'sianlidl ini-ri-.-ihe in tlie ovcri:i\ t(\ 
provide against abatements and refunds, 
the rate must soar aliuve lln' $35 murli. 
To .iustity the heavy increase In the
